F pꝛſt her Maieſties ſayde counſayle,by her commaundement, ſhall and wyll pꝛelently take oꝛder that the ſta⸗ 
tute made in the firit a ſeconde peares of kyng Phyllyp and Muene Mary, and certepne other bꝛaunches of an 
other Statute made the, rxiiii. peare of kyng Henry the eyght, agayntt excelliue apparell, ſhalbe put in executi⸗ 
on both within her Maieſties court, and in theyꝛ owne houles, with a certepne fauouradle pꝛoceadynge, tou⸗ 
chyng ſuch as can not pꝛeſently without theyꝛ ouergreat loſſe, chaunge theyꝛ vnlawekull apparell which they 
preſently haue. wherein becauſe her Maieſtie truſteth that therample ſhall enduce the reſt of her ſubiectes to 
refo2me they: diſoꝛders: Her Maieſtie hath wylled Her ſayde pꝛiuie counſayle, to publyſhe by her aucthozitte 
theyꝛ decree and o2der in this behalte. 

Ind fo: lyke tolleracion toward ſuch as liue in the countrey out of her court, her Maieſtie chargeth fozth- 
with all Maioꝛs and gouernours of Cities and Townes cozpozate, al Sheryffes and Jultices of peax in ſhires. 
all noble men of theſtate of Barons and aboue, al gouernours and heddes of any ſocieties oꝛ companies, eyther 
Eccleſiaſticall oꝛ Tempozall, fourthwith,oz at the kurtheſt within the ſpace of. xii. dayes after the publication 
hereof, to deuiſe, accoꝛde, and take oꝛder, eyther accozdyng to therample of her Mateffies counfell, oz els after 
ſome other better maner, as the place ſhall require foꝛ thexecution of the fozefayde Statute and bꝛaunches ſpe- 
citied hereafter, in a b:iefe abſtract and dꝛaught annered to this Pꝛoclamacion within the limitte of they: 
charge, to as her Maieſtie map take ſome comfozt of her tolleracton, and the common wealth ſome reltefe of the 
greate damage hereby luſteyned. wherein pf her Maieſtie ſhall ſee her expectacion decetued, the ſhal therby haue 
iuſt occaſion to pꝛocede with execution of her lawes, both to the benekite ort her common weale, and to the cha⸗ 
ſtiſement of ſuch diſo2d2ed ſubicctes, as being fauourably warned, wyl not amende. Which thyng her Maieſtie 
purpoſeth certeynely to do in moꝛe effectuall ſozte than heretofoze hath bene, And becauſe the tolleracion of 
theſe abuſes ſhall not be dꝛawen to any ſinifer occaſion of continuaunce of this abuſe: 

Her Maieſtie chargeth and commaundeth that there be no tolleracton had, noꝛ ercuſe allowed, after the 
xr. day of December next. as touchyng all the contentes of the ſayde Statute, in the kirſt and ſeconde yeares of 
kyng Phyllyp and Quene Mary, neyther after the laſt of Jannary next, as touchyng the bzaunches of thother 
Statute of the. xxiiii. pere ot kyng Henry the eyght, noted hereafter in thend of this Pꝛoclamacion, other then 
is conteyned in the ſame Statutes and bꝛaunches. Except it be koꝛ certeyne coſtly kurres and riche enbꝛoderieg 
bought and made by ſundꝛy 3 this Pꝛo n to theyꝛ great coſtes, with which her hygh⸗

CInd where there is mencid made of va- 
es of verely liueloodes a goodes,the beſk 
ccompt therof is to be made by the tara- 
tions in this laſt ſubſedy, ſo as if any wil 
be excuſed by pꝛetence of hys lyueloode oz 
ſubſtannce, to offende, it is as meete that 
he aunſwere to the Pꝛince in ſubſedye foz 
that value, as ſeke defence to bzegFte anye 
good lawe, wherof her maieſtie th to 
all men admonition.
